Provision is made for instruc- 
tion by correspondent 
without subsistence allowances, 
subject to contracts as to rates, 
charging one-fourth of the elapsed 
used in following such

od of eligibility. The total amount 
payable for a correspondence 
course or courses is limited tc 
$500. 

The monthly subsistence allow- 
ices are increased from $50 to 
15 in the cases of veterans with- 
it dependents, and from $75 to 
$90 in the cases of veterans with 
dependents. 

Good Conduct Medal 
While in service, many vetei 
were authorized the Army's Good 
Conduct Medal, and received only 
the ribbon. The Disabled Ex-Serv- 
Men's Board, in accordance 
with the Adjutant General's of- 
fice, Washington, D. C, has pre- 
pared applications to be used by 
veterans who desire to receive the 
medal. These applications are 
without charge and may be had 
upon request. 

After the application is com- 
pleted, we request that they be 
mailed to our office in order that 
they may be forwarded to the 
proper office in the War Depart- 
ment. 

We are advised that these are 
the only medals available at the 
present time. Theater ribbons are 
available only, as medals to ac- 
company them are not yet avail- 
able.

Disabled Ex-Service Men's Board 
will be introduced. 

The Disabled Ex-Service Men's 
Board, which is rapidly estab- 
lishing itself as one of the fore- 
most veterans' service agencies in 
the entire nation, acta to correlate 
all the efforts of veterans' organ- 
izations, serves as the official rep- 
resentative of Kentucky veterans 
when desired, and acts as coun- 
sellor in every effort that seeks 
the rehabilitation, reorientation 
or readjustment of the service 
men in whose behalf it was cre- 
ated. 

The Board is a distinct agency 
of the government of Kentucky, 
created by state law and operat- 
ing upon a formal appropriation 
within Kentucky's general ex- 
penditure fund. The law creating 
the Board was enacted in 1922, 
the request of the American 
Legion of Kentucky, 

In addition to the general con- 
sulting and clerical force, there 
experts on claims, on insur- 
:, on surplus property, on 
legal questions, and the staff is 
constantly expanding to include 
new fields in which it may be 
of service to the veteran and his 
family. 

Seeking always to maintain 
" contact with 
possible, the 
Board has established eight trav- 
elling field secretaries who pe- 
riodically visit every community 
within their specific area, seek- 
ing out the veteran, consulting 
him, advising him, and serving 
as his personal representative in 
any matter within the proper 
Jurisdiction of the Board's func- 
tions.

Build Cold Frame Now 
To Install in Spring

Every garden should have a cold 
frame, which can be used through- 
out the year, to do things for which 
nothing else will serve as well. If 
you lack one, the time to build it 
is in the winter, so it will be ready 
to install as soon as the ground 
thaws out in the spring. 

The illustration shows in detail 
how to make a small cold frame of 
the standard size, 3 by 6 feet. To 
double it, make the end boards six 
feet, instead of three, and use two 
•ash, separated by a bar. 

Boards at least one-inch thick, of 
cypress, redwood, or some other 
moisture resistant wood, should be 
used, and the construction should 
be solid. If you have sash of a dif- 
ferent size, it is all right to build 
the frame to fit the sash. Instead 
of glass, a glass substitute can be 
used. Those commonly used are

Report Stresses 
Soil Improvement 

To build and keep up the fer- I 
tlity of the soil would do more ' 
for Kentucky than any other one 
thing the people themselves can 
bring about, declares Dean 
Thomas P. Cooper of the State 
College of Agriculture and Home 
Economics in his report on ag- 
riculture to the Committee for 
Kentucky. To quote him fur- 
ther: 

"Soil improvement is basic to 
practically all other improve- 
ments in farming and farm life. 
Immediate steps are needed to 
build up the soil on at least half 
of all the farms in Kentucky; 
and on most of the other half, 
further soil improvement could 
profitably be made. 

"Building up of better farms 
on the scale envisioned here 
would be the work of a period 
of years— perhaps in 20 years the 
| task could be accomplished. It 
will require a great deal of fore- 
thought, knowledge, hard work, 
and not a little capital. The 
methods are within the reach of 
all, and have been put into prac- 
tice successfully on both small 
and large farms. After the war, 
farm people will have more funds 
: than before with which to do 
| these things. So far as credit 
i may be needed, it is as sound 
j financially to borrow or lend 
money for soil improve 
purchase of a farm

Place the frame so that the front 
is 4 inches above the surface, and 
the rear, 9 inches. It must slant 
toward the south, where the win- 
ter sun shines. It is well to hinge 
the sash at the top of the frame, 
so it can be easily opened for 
transplanting purposes and airing. 

A sunny spot in the garden, pro- 
tected as much as possible from 
the full force of winds and driving 
rain, is the best situation for the 
cold frame.

People have to have 
a place to live and they will pay 
what it costs to get in out of the 
weather, or they will take what- 
;er shelter they <:an afford. 

Humming and Hawing 
Comes now proposed legisla- 
..on to protect home buyers and 
home builders from inflation, by 
governmental controls. Adminis-| 
tralion of rulings always brings 
delay, and more delay. Now we \ 
need housing, and more housing. 
Natural, competitive safeguards 
will provide better protection 
against inflation than rulings, as 
certainly as sturdy walls will 
keep out more cold than red tape. 

The strategy is to fix ceiling 
prices on residental property, 
new and old. to allocate building 
materials and regulate the trans- 
fer of new real estate. Allocating 
materials means giving somebody 
a right to say who can build and 
who can't. A crafty "co-ordina- 
tor" with such authority could 
soon have a great many fellow 
citizens doing his bidding. Amer- 
ica needs a V-B Day on bureaus.
